Rather than reading so many opinions on the net, | decided to try asking Al directly what its position is 
regarding this, while testing its ability to reason or at least extricate itself in questions with self-referring 
answers and also having to assume its good faith (and/or its programmers) in the responses received, 
which | publish below in full, without cuts. 


If we accept his replies, the conclusion seems clear to me: the use made of Wikipedia is correct.
